COMPLETE GRAVEL 
EDMONTON-CALGARY 
ROUTE THIS SEASON 


Government Contemplates Making 
Much-Travelled Road a Real Motor- 
Way—This Year's ..Program Calls 
for $2,410,000 Expenditure. 


Tenders wil be called for shortly by 
the public works department for the 
program of the provincial govern- 
ment. It is expected that work on the 
roads will begin soon after the first 
of May, and an active construction 
and betterment campaign will be car- 
ried on during the season. 

Hon. O. L. McPherson, minister in 
charge of Alberta’s roads, says that 
one of the first pieces of work to be 
done toward shaping up the program 
of the year will be to go through a 
big pile of petitions that have come 
in during the winter, asking for cer- 
tain road work in different parts of 
the province. It is a foregone  con- 
clusion that they cannot all be grant- 
ed, but a selection will be made of 
such projects as will best fit into the 
department's plans for a through 
north-and-south highway, and then for 
improving the east-and-west roads as 
quickly as possible. 

All the graveling between Edmon- 
ton and Calgary is to be completed 
this season, making that much-travel- 
ed route a real motorway and the rest 
of the road to the international boun- 
dary jwill have the grading completed, 
with gravelling where the grade is 
ready. The secondary highway pro- 
gram will be carried out in conjunc- 
tion with the municipalities, which 
will be responsible for the work, with 
grants from the government. 

The work on the main highways 
this year will take up the balance of 
the money still coming to Alberta un- 
der the federal ald scheme. A grant 
of $285,000 remains to the credit of 
this province, and will be available 
when the 1927 program is accepted 
as qualifying therefor. The total 
amount to be expended by the prov- 
ince on main and secondary high- 
ways, bridges and maintenance is 
$2,410,000, as provided under the re- 
cent estimates in the legislature,

MacLaren, geologist, who has made a 
special study of the oil resources of 
the west, from the Gulf of Mexico on 
the south to the Arctic circle on the 
north, and from Winnipeg on the 
east, to the foothills. Referring to 
the general conditions in Alberta, 
the situation has been thoroughly 
bungled, as companies have been 
started by men who have had no ex- 
perience whatever and a lot of money 
has been thrown away by investors, 
who become disgusted with the treat- 
ment they have received, Wells have 
been commenced without recommend- 
ations from competent geologists, or

before geologists have had time to 
make a careful investigation of the 
field. Since 1924, over 300 wells 
have been started, but how many of 
them have come in? 

There are strong indications of 
oil in many places in the province, 
and Mr. MacLaren prophesied that 
there would be a big oil field here 
when it was developed. The people 
in the west are going through their 
kindergarten in the oil game, and he 
advised them to forget the past and 
take things as they are today. He 
was convinced that there was more 
oil in Alberta than the people imag- 
ine. Small refineries were practical 
as there were some in operation in 
the southern states today.
